Mr. M.K. Lo represented the | 
plaintiff and Mr. W. BO Hind 
defended. , 

The ghip’s carpenter, who hed 
previously given evidenca in 
favour of tho plaintiff, to the 
effect that the window was broken 
through suddenly sliding down, 
was questioned by Afr. Hind and 
admitted that from 5 to 10 p.m. ha 
was on a lower deck watchirg 
gambling. He was called upon 
deck after the window was broken. 

Io opening the defence, Mr. 
Hind stated that it would be | 
proved from the evidence of the 
girl and others that the plaintiff 
deliberately broke the window, 
althoagh he Knaw the girl was 
bathing. ; 

The daughter of defendant, a 
girl 15 yeare of age. stated that 
she was a pegsenger with her 
father on board the 3.s.

JAPAN’S ARMY. 


Redaction Scheme. 


Tokyo, July4.—The Army re- 
organization plan proposed” by 
the War Department end approv- 
ed by the Cabinet involves a 
reduction of 56,000 non-commis- 
sioned officers and men. The ze- 
organization, which starts 
in August, makes no 
difference in the number of 
Divisions,, bat, lessens the 
numbers of companies, squadrons 
and batteries, . with stight 
increases in the Railway, Tete- 
gréph and Aviation Corps and in 
heavy artillery. Such changes 
will effect a. curtailment 
of 259,000,000 yen within the 
next twelve years, aod thereafcer 
of 23,000,000 yen annually. The 
readjustment necessitates an ex- 
penditure of 23,000,000 yen which 
will be spread over thirteen years.
